TEXARKANA—A 32-year-old wom- 


an was dead and two men were in jail 
facing charges of manslaughter, trans- 
porting liquor and driving an auto- 
mobile while intoxcated as the result 
of an accident shortly after 6 p. m. 
Monday at the south end of the Tex- 
arkana, Ark., viaduct.

Mrs. Aulta McDaniel was fatally 


injured when the truck in which she, 
E. D. Johnson, Roy Taylor, two farm- 
ers of Miller county, and her two chil- 
dren, Margaret, 10, and Sam Wiley, 
eight were riding 
swerved off the 


pavement and crashed into a telephone 
pole. 


The injured woman was taken to the 


Texarkana hospital in a^everra am- 
bulance where she died! less than 10 
minutes after the accident. .The chil- 
dren and the two men escaped injury. 


Johnson and Taylor were arrested 


by Chief of Police Tom Sewell after 
a half gallon jar of liquor had been 
found hidden behind 
a signboard 


about 10 feet from the wrecked truck. 
A witness to the accident told' officers 
he .saw one of the men hide the jar 
after the crash occurred. 


Witnesses said the crush occurred 


when Johnson swerved the truck too 
far to the left in an attempt to avoid 
striking a car owned by A. E. Van- 
Wrey which was parked on the edge 
of the pavement. He apparently lost 
control of the heavy machine and it 
crashed into the pole. Mrs. McDaniel 
was thrown from the truck, |icr head 
striking the pavement. Hospital at- 
tendiarits said her skull was crushed. 


Jess Boatner, railroad employee who 


witnessed the accident, said he could 
see no apparent reason why Johnson 
should have swerved the truck, since 
VanWrey's car was parked off the 
pavement. He said he saw the woman 
strike the pavement and rushed to 
her aid. 


Johnson and Taylor both live on the 


Fouke highway 
outside of the city 


limits. 


Officers said Johnson appeared to 


be in an intoxicated condition and was 
unable to give an accurate account of 
the accident. Both he and Taylor, 
however denied ownership of 
the 


whiskey. 


They were lodged in the Texarkana, 


Ark., jail pending further investiga- 
tion of the accident.

acres of cut-over lands in the western 
side of Clark county. Geologists have 
found good outcroppings of the ore 
which is comparatively rare in the 
world. It is the ore from which mer- 
cury or quicksilver is manufactured. 


There was sadness in the mill town 


when the; last log was rent asunder 
and converted irito , planks. For a 
quarter of a century this was the big- 
gest sawmill industry in Clark coun- 
ty and even a wider territory. 
Sev- 


eral hundred people received employ- 
ment and a considerable town sprang 
up on the Womble, now the Norman, 
branch of the Missouri Pacific, Sev- 
eral well known Arkadelphia people 
were officers in the lumber company. 
The late George Grayson, for whose 
father the town was named, and C. 
C, Jackson, were among the Arkadel- 
phia people extnesively interested in 
the mill. 


The pfening mill of the company 


will continue to operate until the 
stock on hond is worked up, but that 
will not require long. The planer will 
operate only about two days a week. 
officials have announced'. 
After the 


planer shuts down there will be a 
great calm where before 'was bustle 
and enterprise. Billions of feet of pine 
lumber have been cut by this mill, 


Before being established at Gray- 


sonia, the mill operated on an even 
larger scale here in Arkadelphia, just 
across the Ouachita river a twhat was 
known as Daleville. When the vast 
acreage of timber on the east side 
of the Ouachita was cut, it was deem- 
ed too expensive to build a long rail 
line and perhaps a bridge across the 
river, so the mill was moved to the 
loldings 25 miles west. Several com- 
ortable fortunes were made by large 
stockholders of the mill both here and 
it Graysonia. 


Smaller mills will spring up from 
ime to time in pine tracts in the 
rounty, some of which have been re- 
orested in the past 30 years, but the 
day of the big sawmill is over in these 
parts and such industries will be miss- 
ed1 in the circles of business.

A P. killed the story. El Dorado fur- 
nished a substitute story saying Strong 
certainly would rebuild. And It has 
'-bigger and better. ' ( 


*The terrifying thing about a cyclone 


,s the indelible mark that it puts on 
every building its fingers have touch- 


I saw the mark at Strong. I saw it 


again at Waldo Sunday. And you saw 
it 10% years ago in your own county 


Lifted roofs, blown-out Walls, bloat- 


ed foundations—these are the strange 
artd teWible marks of a cyclone. 


I'll tell you why. Houses are built 


to resist outside pressure. Roofs are 
braced against falling rain and the 
force of gravity. Walls are braced 
against outside winds. But a roof may 
easily be lifted—and walls can be 
blown open from the inside. 


Cyclones don't blow houses over— 


they make them explode. 


The suction of the cyclone saps al 


the air out of a building. The w 
can't Escape fast enough through win- 
dows and doors, so the walls and the 
roof come along also. The building 
literally blows- up. that is why wind- 
mills, water towers -tend jpther • open 
structural work usually ride through 
a tyctofte Safely, while buildings with 
foOfs and walls are torn to pieces.

Clarence Byrns, editor of the Fort 


Smith Southwest American, once ex- 
plained to me a theory of cyclones 
which has gained him national recog- 
nition. He told it to me in April, 192T, 
when the two of us were riding a 
Frisco train from Fort Smith to the

Rogers. 


Fort Smith had just had a small cy- 
clone. A month later, when I was at 
hime in El Dorado, the Strong dis- 
aster occurred. 
Mr. Byrns says that cyclones are 


caused by the breaking up of a big 
storm mass. A great storm rojls along 
the ground like a giant banana, with 
tremendous rotary wind forces blow- 
ing in one direction on the ground and 
in the opposite direction at the top of 
the mass in the clouds. But one end 
of the storm is chopped off, like a
